French in Meiloo--Comment» of 
tb« F*rl» •Dd Ijondon Ptean. 


PABIS, Aug. 10. 


Letters received here from Rame state 


that the Archduke Maxnuillinu has re- 
quested the Pope, iu the event of hia tluc- 
lion aa Emperor of Mexico, to send a Nun- 
cio to that country, charged with organizing 
religious affairs. 


Tbe Fatrie states that tho Archduke 


Masirailliaii haa made hia acceptuuce of 
the Mexican throne dependent upon the 
consent of his brother, the Emperor of 
Austria. 


La France has no doubt that all the Mex- 


ican states will ratify the proclamation of 
the Archduke Maximillian as Emperor of 
Mexico, as fifteen states of the eighteen 
bavB already pronounced in favor of French 
intervention. If the Archduke accepts the 
throne, France and England will recognize 
him immediately, and the other powers will 
not delay following their example. 


The same paper says the Archduke Fer- 


dinand William Joseph waa born on the 
6th day of July, 1832, so that he in now 
thirty-one years of age. 
He ia a brother of 


the Emperor of Austria, and son of the 
Archduke Francis Charles Joseph. He ia 
B vice-admiral, a member of tbe admiralty 
council, commandant of the Austrian na- 
vy, and proprietor of tho 8lh regiment of 
Austrian lancers, and head of the 3d Prua- 
iiau regiment of tbo Neumart dragoons. 
He married, on the 27th day of July, 1857, 
the daughter of the King of tho Hdlgiany. 
The Archduke Mnximillian waa governor- 
;etieral of the Lombardo Venetian king- 
om until 1850. 
La Franca says the French government 


bas given its entire adhesion to the condi- 
tion laid down by tho Archduke Maximil- 
lian, viz: that a French army should re- 
main in Mexico until the empire in organ- 
zed iu a durable manner, and IB disposed 
to offer serious guaranties fur tho main- 
tenance ol the empire. 


The London Times says it wou'd not be 


_reatly surprised if Hometliing wt'rc toanao 
out of the proposition tnitdu by Jt-flT D tvis 
to the Emperor of the French, 
An ullntnce 


offensive and defensive between Mexico 
under French protuction, and the confud- 
erate states, would be quite consistent with 
all the more recent indications of French 
policy in that part of the world. Although 
but a rumor, it is a contingency upon which 
the world might look with fnvor. 
Absolute 


neutrality would still be tho only part of 
England ; but still a balance of power in 
North America woitid be a pledge of peace 
and a gain to all humanity. 


In another editorial on the subject tho 


Times says: The seating of a European 
prince on an American throne, under thu 
protection of French bayonets, is an event 
the importance of which will become more 
and more conspicuous. 


Other matters which fill nt present a lar- 


ger space in tho world's sight are but tem- 
porary, but the Austrian throne and tho 
French army of occupation will be perma- 
nent elements in the politic? of both hern 
iapheres. The t'ftoct on international rela- 
tions may be summed up in i; f>w words— 


tendency to union between Franco and 


ihe confederate government of America. 
The E nperor Napoleon, by hia plainlyspo- 
ten opinion on recognizing the south, has 
caujed both himself and hia empire to be- 
come objects of extreme dislike to the 
northerners. 
This feuling will gain depth 


and permanence by the establishment of 
an empire in Mexico, tho very scheme 
against which tho Monroe declaration waa 
leveled. The jeaiousy can hardly (ail to 
bring the federal power into collision with 
the new empire. In the far west such re- 
gions aa Sonora and Lower California, peo- 
pled by a few Spaniards and Indian tribes, 
will naturally invite the ambition of the 
Anglo-Americans on the Pacific, and thus, 
if even the United States government were 
to acquiesce in and acknowledge the em- 
pire, there will be alwa>s matter for a quar- 
rel whenever the opportunity is desired. 


The position of France as the protector 


of this weak empire of her own creation 
must be for the future one of antagonism 
to the pretensions of Washington states 
men, and it is in this respect that the re- 
cent revolution has the most importance.

Thty met midway in the air, 
were welded by the contact, and fell ham 
lessly to the ground. They are now firm 
friends, sticking each to the other closer 
than a brother or a lover." 


About two weeks since Mujor Qen. Hurl- 


but ascertained that there was a large 
amount of railroad stock nt Grenada, whie*h 
tbe rebels were endeavoring to get off 
south by making temporary repairs on the 
railroad.

The Frenoli In Meiloo—Comment* of 
tne Purl" and London. Pi<j«». 


PARIS, Aug. 10.. 


Letters received here from Rome state 


that the Arcbdnke Maximillian • has .re- 
quested the Pope, in the event of his elec- 
tion aa Emperor of Mexico, ts send a Nun- 
cio to that country, charged with organizing 
religious affairs. 


Tne Patrie .states that the Archduke 


Maxitnillian has- made his acceptance of 
the Mexican throns dependent upon the 
consent of his brother, the Emperor of 
Austria. 
: 


La France has no doubt that all the Mex- 


ican states will ratify the proclamation of 
the Archduke Maximillian ae Emperor of 
Mexico, as fifteen states of the . eighteen 
have already pronounced in favor of French- 
intervention. If the Archduke accepts the 
throne, Franco and England will recognize 
him immediately, and the other powera will 
not delay following their example. 


The same paper aays the Archduke Fer- 


dinand William Joseph was born on the 
6th day of July, 1832, so that he is now 
thirty-one years of age. He ia a brother of 
the Emperor of Austria, and son of tho 
Archduke Francis Charles Joseph. He is 
a vice-admiral, a member of the admiralty 
council, commandant of the Austrian na- 
vy, and proprietor of the 8th regiment of 
Austrian lancers, and head of the 3d Prus- 
sian regiment of the ^Teumart dragoons. 
He married, on the 27th day of July, 1857, 
the daughter of the Eing of the Belgiana. 
The Archduke Maximillian was governor- 
general of the Lornbardo-Venetian king- 
dom until 1850. 


La France says the French government 


has given its entire adhesion to the condi- 
tion laid down by the Arehduke Maximil- 
lian, viz: that a French army should re- 
main in Mexico until the empire is organ- 
ized in a durable manner, and is disposed 
to offer aurioua guaranties for the main- 
tenance ot the empire. 


The London Times says it wou'd not be 


greatly surprised if someining were to arise 
out of the proposition mude by Jeff. Divis 
to the Emperor.of the French. AD alliance 
offensive and defensive between Mexico 
under French protection, and the confed- 
erate stales, would be qnite consistent with 
all the more recent indications of French 
policy in that part of the world. Although 
but a rumor, it is a contingency upon which 
the world might look with favor.. Absolute 
neutrality would still be the only part of 
England ; but still a balance of power io 
'Norih America would ba a pledge of peace 
and a gain to all humanity. 


In another editorial on tbe subject the 


Times says: The seating of a European 
prince on an American throne, under the 
protection of French bayonets, is an event 
the importance of which will become more 
and more conspicuous. 


Other matters which fill at present a lar- 


ger apace in tbe world's sight are but tem- 
porary, but the Austrian throne and the 
French army of occupation will be perma- 
nent elements in the politics of both hem- 
ispheres. The effect on international rela- 
tions may be aummed up in a few words— 
a tendency to union between France and 
the confederate government of America. 
The B-nperor Napoleon, by his plaiolyapo- 
ken opinion on recognizing the soutn, has 
caused both himself and his empire to be- 
come objects of- extremo dislike to the 
northerners. This feeling will gain depth 
and permanence by the establishment of 
an empire in Mexico, the very scheme 
agaioet which tho Monroe declaration was 
leveled. The jeaiouay can hardly faiHo 
hring'tho federal power into collision with i 
the new empire. In the far west such re- i 
gions as Sonora and Lower California, peo- 
pled bV a few Spaniards aud Indian tribes, 
will naturally invite the ambition of the 
Anglo-Americana on the Pacific, and thus, 
if even the United States government were 
o acquiesce in and acknowledge tho em- 
ire, there will be always matter for a qaar- 
el whenever the opportunity is deaired. 


The'position, of France aa the protector 
f this; weak empire of her own. creauon 
rmst be for the future one of antagonism 
o the pretensions of Washington states- 
men, 
and it is in this respect that the re- 


ent revolution has the most importance.
